The statisticians may be correct if their remarks are confined to the 
Eastern States of America where such extremes of heat and cold!obtain; bug 
in this genial climate ot California, where everything of the soil, from carrots 
to peaches obtain luxurious grcwth; and like the giants of California forests, 
men and women here grow tall and stately, they are endowed with great phy- 
sical and mental vigor, that does notwear out prematurely, unless they dissi- 
pate or live unhygienically.

Man Is Not a Free Moral Agent.

A great scientist and astronomer, whom 
I delight to honor, and whose writi: gs Į 
have perused with delight and instruc- 
tion, has recently said in the San Fran- 
sisco Examiner “It has been found out 
that the mind of man can be expanded 
fo any extent we may desire. Human 
beings are able to exalt themselves to 
any high estate; and their careers are 
entirely in their own hands.” The man 
who said this is none other than Prof. 
Edgar L. Larkin, of the Lowe Obser- 
vatory. 

I wonder from what data he rea- 
sons. I wonder how so astute and so 
clear a thinker as Professor Larkin 
could have had his eyes blinded to 
phrenological facts, which prove just 
the contrary to what he asserts about 
man’s ability to ‘‘exalt himself to any 
high estate,” even though he have 
not a thimble full of brains forward of 
his ears; and that ‘his career is en- 
tirely in his own hands.” 

Professor Larkin knows a great 
deal more about the stars and the 
moon and the constellations than I 
do, but I am sorry he said this about 
man’s free agency, because it raises 
a doubt in my mind as to his infalli- 
bility when he talks or writes so de- 
lightfully and learnedly about the 
stars and the destiny of the earth we 
live upon. He made me a present of 
his charming book, “Radiant En- 
ergy,” and wrote his compliments 
to me upon the fly leaf. I felt as 
proud of that present, with the name 
of the scientist author upon the fly 
leaf, as a blushing maiden with her 
engagement ring upon her finger; 
then I read the book through three 
times, and was ready to swear by it, 
and placed it upon my shelves, be- 
side the works of Darwin, Huxley, 
Tyndall and Haeckel. Now what am 
I to do? Is my literary and scientific 
authority as far off from the facts 
about the probability of the earth in 
the dim future going to the demni- 
tion bow-wows, because it ‘‘may get 
either too hot or too cold,” as he is 
regarding man’s free agency? This 
doctrine of man’s free agency is very 
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old, and it is as unscientific and as 
false as it is old. 

We now know absolutely, from 
scientific data, that a man acts in ac- 
cordance with his organization and 
environments. We knew long ago 
that a stream could not rise higher 
than its source. lfa child is borninto 
this world a blank idiot, with no 
brain in the anterior part of his head, 
that a child, if unaided by others who 
have brains, can never ‘exalt himself 
to any high estate,” and his ‘‘carcer 
is mot entirely in his own hands” 
He will be a fool to the end of his 
mortal career.. The reason is plain; 
he has no thinking apparatus, and 
without thought he cannot exalt him- 
self. Everybody on earth, whether 
man or donkey, is lacking in the de- 
velopment of some brain organ. 
Take the brain organ of tune, as an 
example, if this organ be very small 
in a man, his earth life will be alto- 
gether too short to reach the estate 
of a Bethoven or of a Mozart; he 
might, by constant effort, in practic- 
ing music, to the neglect of other 
things, which he could do much bet- 
ter, be able to sing and play Yankee- 
doodle, and if he were very persever- 
ing, and lived to be very old, he 
might by constant practice in music, 
be able to ring the changes upon the 
gamut, but as for exalting himself 
very much in music, he would need 
a dozen reincarnations on earth to 
become much of a musician. Of 
course, brain, like muscle, can be de- 
veloped toa certain extent. A man 
with the braia of Constructiveness so 
small that he cannot whittle a stick 
round, will be a gray-haired sire be- 
fore he can builda respectable pig pen. 

It is true that great results have 
been attained through brain culture, 
just as there have been great achieve- 
ments in the development of muscle, 
but environment is a factor in the de- 
velopment of any faculty that must 
not be forgotten in estimating man’s 
powers. Dr. Howe (husband of the 
renowned Julia Ward Howe) many 
years ago, being in charge of the 
Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum at 
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Dorchester, Mass., with great pa- 
tience and constant attendance upon 
an idiot (nearly as low in intellect as 
an oyster) succeeded within three or 
four years in enabling this creature 
to speak a few words, as does a par- 
rot, and to repeat the Lord's Prayer; 
but this idiot, unaided by Dr. Howe, 
or some one else with equal patience, 
would have lived and died without 
speakiny or thinking. The creature, 
of his own powers, unaided by others, 
and in diffefent surroundings, could 
never have ‘exalted himself to any 
high estate,” and his career was not 
‘entirely in his own hands."’ His ca- 
reer was largely in the bands of Dr. 
Howe. 

It is because we are dependent 
upon our environments and upon our 
organization that we should have 
charity for every creature, whether 
that creature walks upon two or four 
feet, whether his ears be long or 
short—donkey or man, let us have 
charity, which only philosophy and 
knowledge of these fundamental prin- 
ciples of phrenology can give us. 
When we learn and act upon the 
knowledge that a bad man is bad be- 
cause he was born with a low moral 
brain and has had unfavorable en- 
vironment since his birth, we shall 
not erect gallows or chairs of elec- 
trocution to strangle or shock into 
eternity a fellow creature who acted 
in accordance with his organization 
and environments, and was compelled 
to so act, even as the earth is com- 
pelled to revolve around the sun.

The doctrine of man’s free moral 
agency is not only unphilosophical 
and unscientific, but it is pernicious;

wrong doing, when the blame (if 
blame there be) rests up antenatal 
conditions, upon organization and en- 
vironment. 

I repeat, because every man acts 
in accordance with his organization 
and environments, his career is xof 
“entirely in his own hands,” and 


man is vof a free moral agent.

Isn't it a wonderful science that 
enables its interpreters to read the 
character of complete strangers at a 
glance?

rather than be at the call of another. 

This is peculiar, because leaders, 
as a rule, possess larger self-esteem 
than you have; what you lack in seif- 
esteem is offset by larger Approba- 
tion and Firmness, so really there is 
a desire to paddle your own canoe, 


although at times you probably have 
felt it safer to have another support. 

this would be the case when 
younger and inexperienced, but as 
you grow older your self-esteem will 
assert itself; you will know from ex- 
perience (and this analysis shows it) 
that you are very capable of manag- 
ing a business on your Own account, 
and you will act wisely, in my opin- 
ion, if you make your plans to that 
end. 

Of course we are all children of

“But I brought something else to 
bear,” writes Elizabeth JTowue in Nau- 
tilus, “I added faith to works. Aud 
herein lies the advantage of New 
Thought over Phrenology. Phrenclogy 
is slow because its faith is all in the ma- 
terial. * * * “Faith in the help of the 
unseen. of God, makes quick work of 
development.” 

The fact that ,a person depends 
upon God, the unseen, New Thought, 
faith, etc., shows that he does not 
depend upon himself, and that there- 
-fore his self-confidence or self es- 
teem is weak. God does not want 
Elizabeth Towne to depend upon 
Him; He wants her to develop her- 
self and depend upon those Divine 
faculties that He has given her; neith- 
er does He want her to underesti- 
mate phrenology, which in itself is 
nothing but the science of those fac- 
u'ties, physical and mental, that He 
has created. What right has she to 
say that New Thought is superior to 
Phrenology, and Phrenology is ma- 
terial? 

Who made matter? Who asso- 
ciated spirit and matter? Who made 
those soul-forces manifesting them- 
selves in man, in brain and ir vital 
tissues? Who made the organs, brain- 
centers, laws of development, etc., 
of which phrenology deals and which 
Elizabeth Towne so flippantly calls 
material? Was it not God who made 
man and who has associated spirit 
and matter, as seen and expressed in 
man?
